Condition 
critical 


While recently discussing Frank Gehry’s Guggenheim Museum in Bilbao, Spain, Basque scholar Joseba Zu- 
laika noted, “There’s something odd about architectural criticism that isn’t interested in the viewpoints of the 
very subjects who paid for and will live with the building” (Architecture, December 1997). Zulaika was re- 
ferring to the fact that so much media attention had focused on the new Guggenheim Museum as architec- 
ture as art, with little or no mention of the building’s client. The only oddity here is that virtually all architec- 
tural criticism for the past 35 years has followed exactly this pattern, with never a human being in the photos 
and nary a squeak from the actual people who occupy the buildings considered in the critical equation. 

Of course, this is old news. Architectural criticism and the ramblings of architects themselves had attained 
a rarefied level of cant even before Ada Louise Huxtable, that doyenne of architectural critics, stopped writ- 
ing her commentary some years ago. In 1981 she wrote that, “unfortunately, one has to read what architects 
and theoreticians are writing—which turns out to be a new kind of cruel and unusual punishment....Small 
ideas are delivered in large words and weighted down with exotic and private references..." Even earlier, 
James Marston Fitch commented that architectural criticism was, “a literature hermetically sealed against re- 
ality—auto-intoxicated, self-congratulatory, elitist and suffocatingly smug.” 
Here we are in 1998, and critical style in the 


In latching onto the latest trend and catch phrase, national press has beaten thoughtful discourse on 


the architectural press may have lost sight of the 


most important element of a building—people 


substance to a bloody, unrecognizable pulp. Crit- 
ics see buildings as busy little aesthetic engines, 
too busy to actually serve people. They “make 
statements,” “demand complex readings,” “me- 
diate between” and “refer to.” They are inevitably “on the cutting edge,” “moving boldly ahead,” or “at 
once playful and profound.” 

As I read the cruel and all too usual monthly hype, I am at once exasperated and depressed. One critic re- 
cently described his experience of a space in a new building as “almost cinematic.” Faint praise indeed for a 
real place. A recent commentary in a popular residential-design magazine was so subtle as to almost elude 
me: “For all the richness of ideas in this house, nothing violates the fundamental premise of the design, 
which is to make living space." Aha! 

Critics invariably claim that architects are trying to express the ethical dilemma of our time, the source of 
which is always some puerile angst. They breathlessly revel in designs that pay homage to the architect's 
more famous predecessors. Freshly wrapped in the cloaks of architectural icons, the slim ideas of the newly 
anointed are pushed to ever-higher planes (sort of a Wonder Bra for architectural thought). 

Critical celebration of houses and other small projects always has been an architect's ticket to larger com- 
missions. Nothing wrong with that, but the attendant bombast cannot help but leave the rest of the world 
wondering what architects think about the truly difficult issues affecting the built environment. What strikes 
me as most curious is the number of single-family houses that are acclaimed as important, with a capital 
^[—42s if the titanium wall in the couple's 800-square-foot bathroom and the four-degree inflection of the 
toilet toward some preglacial land form will save the world. 

Twenty years ago this spring, I took a summer-school course at Harvard. Ellen Perry Berkeley, who had 
written for Architectural Forum and Architecture Plus magazines, taught the course Environmental Jour- 
nalism. She sent our class of six out into the community every day to ask questions of passersby, of occu- 
pants, of anyone who might have a thought to share on a building or place. She taught us to avoid jargon 
and to constantly question ourselves; to seek precision in our writing and our thinking; and to avoid the 
“-isms,” from modernism to postmodernism and the many -isms yet unborn, as poor substitutes for real 
thinking. Berkeley decried labeling building occupants as “users” or “user groups.” She preferred calling 
them people. 

As a warning against the downward spiral of critical writing, she pointed to George Orwell's thoughtful 
analysis in “Politics and the English Language": “It [critical writing] becomes ugly and inaccurate because 
our thoughts are foolish, but the slovenliness of our language makes it easier for us to have foolish thoughts." 

We live in an interesting time of aesthetic pluralism. When we write about architecture, the most practical 
of the arts, we need to seek better balance between the messy vitality of practical service and the excruciating 
puerile-ism of aesthetic nuance. And we need to report the opinions of those people who must live or work in 
and with an architect's vision. A foolish thought?

1850s to 1870s 


even stone buildings 

sit just behind a 

craggy stone bluff 

on the east side of 

the Minnesota River 
upstream from Le Sueur. 
They have long accommodat- 
ed themselves to the country- 
side of gnarled trees and 
brushy undergrowth in Ot- 
tawa Township. Four of the 
stone structures are houses, 
some dating from the 1860s. 
A village hall on the west side 
of County Road 23, built in 
1865, served local govern- 
ment here at the time of the 
Civil War. Built in 1859, the 
Methodist Church consists of 
a one-room rectangular struc- 
ture of random ashlar stone 
with a gable roof topped by a 
wood-shingle tower with a 
louvered belfry and spire. A 
stone Episcopal church, now 
used as a residence, stands 
nearby. These seven stone 
buildings. along with a half 
dozen or so brick and wood- 
frame houses, provide a mute 
presence that somehow tells 
of the history of this village 
and its township. 

How much longer the 
buildings can remain is a 
question. Open-pit, silica- 
sand mines formerly at the 
outer edges of the township 
are now close to the front 
doors of several of these his- 
toric structures. 

One of the four stone hous- 
es, the Patten Farmhouse, has 
been boarded up following its 
purchase by Unimin Corpo- 
ration, a silica-sand mining 
company that is continuing 
its land acquisition and min- 
ing operations. Unimin has 
reportedly purchased other 
nonhistoric houses. Although

there has been no formal announcement regarding the pending demolition of these houses or 
for mining permits, there is widespread local speculation that losing these houses, and most 
likely the rest of this sparse settlement, is a matter of time. 

Ottawa is another example of a might-have-been town, once thought by its founders to be 
headed for destiny. The township's history of white settlement began in 1853 when Antoine 
Young. a French immigrant, arrived in this area, and built a home, two grist mills and a dam to 
power the тїз water wheels. Shortly afterward, a few buildings sprang up on the stone terraces 
nearby. The first ferry across the Minnesota River was built here, and was soon replaced by a 
rudimentary pontoon bridge, portending a future that land speculators began to deliver. Ottawa 
grew quickly. One German immigrant claimed he had never heard of Le Sueur or St. Peter, but 
did know of Ottawa before his move to the New World. 

A sizable outcropping of Shakopee limestone and Jordan sandstone at the river's edge became 
the building materials of choice for the village's early buildings. Seven stone quarries were in op- 
eration, attracting stone masons from near and far. Among them were the brothers William and 
Charles Schwartz, immigrant Germans who first settled in Missouri, then made their way to Ot- 
tawa, building a stone barn in 1876 and a stone house a year later near the Minnesota River. 

By the late-19th century, Ottawa had fallen into decline. The bridge washed out in a 
spring flood. but was not replaced because permanent bridges had been built in close prox- 
imity to Ottawa downriver at Le Sueur and upriver at Saint Peter. Popular folklore attribut- 
es the town's decline to liquor—the lack of it. A real-estate speculator supposedly bought 12 
lots for a group of businessmen from St. Paul, but inserted a deed restriction prohibiting the 
sale of liquor on the properties. The deal collapsed and somehow stymied subsequent devel- 
opment opportunities. Whatever the cause, Ottawa today seems to have every reason to be a 
quiet place. 

But the rumble of mining machinery is ever closer. Trucks pulling long loads of sand have 
made County Road 23 a major truck route. 

Stone may have been the basic material that defined Ottawa's beginnings, but high-grade 
silica sand may cause its ultimate demise. A geological outwash of the River Warren carried 
away topsoil. leaving extensive seams of fine granules close to the land surface beneath Ot- 
tawa and the outlying vicinity. This sand has been a component of space shuttle re-entry tiles 


and of frac sand—a sealer agent pumped into shaft crevices of Continued on page 52

boom 


fter more than half a decade of development inactivity, construction cranes are sud- 
denly dotting the downtown-Minneapolis skyline, promising glassy new towers, 
stores and even school buildings. 

Nicollet Mall, in particularly, is being transformed by three new projects proposed or 
under construction between Eighth and | Ith streets. Demolition crews have begun dis- 
mantling the Conservatory shopping center between Eighth and Ninth streets to clear way 
for a 30-story headquarters for Piper Jaffray Companies. Designed by Ellerbe Becket, the 
glass and stone-paneled high-rise will feature two levels of retail when it opens in June 
2000. One block to the south, Ryan Companies has proposed a Target store to fulfill the 
city’s desire to bring more affordable retail downtown, although ground breaking is pend- 
ing. Just down the street between | 0th and | Ith streets, construction is well under way on 
one-half of the block for a | 4-story Target headquarters, also designed by Ellerbe Becket as 
the first phase of a proposed two-phase project that will include the entire block. The Target midrise, 
clad in stone and glass at the base and precast and glass on the upper floors, will offer street-level re- 
tail when it opens this fall. 

Also on the Mall, Hammel Green and Abrahamson is 
revamping the IDS Center's Crystal Court, between Sev- 
enth and Eighth streets. Once a great gathering place 
with plenty of seating and reasons to linger, the Crystal 
Court has been underutilized the past few years. But 
НСА will bring back the Court's glitter with a 105-foot 
water fountain, benches and plantings. 

Just off Nicollet Mall, construction is underway on Sec- 
ond Avenue on a 30-story, |-million-square-foot tower 
for America Express Financial Advisors, designed by HKS, 
Inc., of Dallas, Texas, and developed and built by Opus 
Northwest, L.L.C. of Minneapolis. The tower, 
which replaces the 1950s Minnegasco building, 
bears a striking resemblance to Pei Cobb 
Freed's First Bank Place across the street with 
its cylinder-shaped, blue-green glass tower 
bursting out of a rectangular-paneled wall of * 
granite. Completion is slated for early 2000. 

Just west of Nicollet Mall, the University of 
St. Thomas is building an addition to its 
downtown-Minneapolis campus at lOth Street 
and LaSalle Avenue. Designed by Opus Archi- 
tects & Engineers, the 4-story, 100,000- 
square-foot limestone building will reflect the 
downtown campus's established collegiate-Gothic style. Designed to 
house the University's education school, it will include a 650-car un- 
derground garage, classrooms, offices and library when completed in 
summer 1999. The St. Thomas building will be linked to a K-12 mag- 
nate school for the West Metro Education Program at Hennepin Av- 
enue and lOth street. Designed by Cuningham Group, the school will 
provide a hands-on learning experience for students. 

Across the river in downtown St. Paul, development is on the rise 
as well. Lawson Software is building a 13-story, 430,000-square-foot 
midrise, designed by BWBR Architects of St. Paul. Lawson Com- 
mons, a full-block development between Fifth and Sixth streets and 
St. Peter and Wabasha, will include 12,000-square feet of retail. 
While red brick will tie into the region's historic character, glass will 
lend a high-tech touch appropriate to the software company. 

Also in downtown St. Paul, Minnesota Mutual is expanding with a 450,000-square-foot building across 
the street from its current headquarters. Designed by Architectural Alliance of Minneapolis, the full- 
block, L-shaped building, bound between East Sixth Street, Seventh Place and Minnesota and Robert 
streets, will features a 9-story section along East Sixth Street and a 6-story section on Robert Street. 
The building will combine gray stone of the existing 21-story headquarters with red granite to relate to 
neighboring buildings. Construction should begin this July.

n 1990 Grace House, an 

adult foster-care facility 

for people living with 
HIV and AIDS, opened its 
doors in south Minneapolis. 
Located in the old rectory 
of St. Joan of Arc Church, 
Grace House provides 
housing and 24-hour one- 
on-one care, serving four 
people at a time. In seven 
and a half years, Grace 
House has welcomed 60 
men and women, many of

whom made it their final 
home. As treatments for 
HIV and AIDS have im- 
proved, however, they've 
also become more compli- 
cated, making the type of 
care provided by Grace 
House more essential. 
When Grace House de- 
cided to expand, it pur- 
chased the empty lot next 
to it from St. Joan of Arc 
Church (the church also 
leases its rectory to Grace 
House for $1 a month). 
Grace House held a compe- 
tition for the design of a 
new residential facility on 
the lot. David Goehring Ar- 
chitects of Minneapolis and 
Joel May architecture of 
Denver were chosen to lead 
the joint venture. Along 
with the two architects, a 
cooperative including Car- 
son Brooks of 
Crown Colonies 
and seven groups 
of design profes- 
sionals solicited do- 
nations of materi- 
als, furnishings and 
services to com- 
plete the interior of 
the house. E.R. 
Bazinet Foundation 
funded half of the 
capital costs of 
construction.

Most residents come to 
Grace House through refer- 
reral from Hennepin Coun- 
ty or AIDS organizations. 
Twenty-five percent of a 
patient’s care is funded 
through the State of Min- 
nesota and Community Al- 
ternatives for Disabled In- 
dividuals, while the other 
75 percent comes through 
foundations and individual 
donations. 

In May. Grace House П 
admits its first four resi- 
dents. Offering apartment- 
like suites, not just bed- 
rooms, Grace House is 
unique among other adult 
foster-care homes in the 
Twin Cities. But the type of 
care offered by this resi- 
dence is also “a step back 
in time," says Polly Carl. 
executive director. ^We 
provide one-to-one contact. 
which rebuffs the man- 
aged-care system where 
health care is a production 
line. Its a model that val- 
ues the home-like feeling 
that everyone wants at the 
end of their life." 

Carl came to Grace 
House two years ago. while 
working on her Ph.D.. and 
teaching in the Department 
of Cultural Studies and 
Comparative Literature at 
the University of Minneso- 
ta. Feeling the desire *to do 
something different." she 
initially worked as a care- 
giver at Grace House. She 
left to consult for an AIDS 
organization in Texas. then 
returned to Grace House to 
conduct a consulting pro- 
ject there. Six months into 
the project, the then-execu- 
tive director resigned and 
Carl was asked to step in. 

Architecture Minnesota 
talked with Carl about the 
need for Grace House, how 
architecture and design ad- 
dress the special needs of 


its residents, and the rea- 
sons behind the outpouring 
of assistance and expertise 
provided by the design 
community that made 
Grace House П a reality. 


What made you decide on 
David Goehring and Joel 
May as architects for Grace 
House ЇЇ? 

Two things gave them the 
edge in the competition. 
Joel May had just done an 
AIDS hospice in Denver, so 
he really had hands-on ex- 
perience with healing ar- 
chitecture. The other thing 
was that Goehring and 
May both came at this pro- 
ject with as much a com- 
mitment to HIV and AIDS 
as a commitment to their 
architecture and business- 
es. They also offered us 
their fundraising services— 
they had a whole process in 
mind that they were willing 
to support in terms of get- 
ting in-kind donations and 
the like—as well as their 
architectural services. 


How did they come up with 
the design of Grace House? 
It looks like an enlarged 
bungalow. 

Yes, it does. The size of the 
house was driven by the four 
suites on the second floor. A 
lot of adult foster-care 
homes just provide a bed- 
room; we feel that what has 
made Grace House unique is 
that we offer our residents 
suites. That means each resi- 
dent essentially has his or 
her own apartment—a bed- 
room, a private bath and 
shower, and a sitting-room 
or living-room area. Even 
though residents require 24- 
hour care, having their own 
suite gives them the sense 
that they've maintained

Architects on parade 


Rarely noted for design excellence, the Twin Cities Parade of Homes is upping the 
architectural volume as more architects forge relationships with builders 


or the past 50 years, Twin 
Citians have participated 
in a twice-yearly rite that 
celebrates new-home con- 
struction in the metropoli- 
tan area, the Parade of 
Homes. The Twin Cities 
Parade of Homes is the na- 
tion’s original, largest and 
longest-running new- 
home-construction promo- 
tional event, according to 
the Builders Association of 
the Twin Cities, which 
sponsors the event. Each 
spring and fall, buyer’s 
guides in hand, folks in 
search of a new home, a 
new-home plan or a 
builder, troop through 
hundreds of suburban 
houses, proclaiming their 
likes and dislikes to the 
builders standing by. What 
started as a marketing 
event for builders has be- 
come a Twin Cities tradi- 
tion; to many house 
browsers it’s also occasion 
for a social outing. 

Most of the homes on 
parade are not designed by 
architects, but are produc- 
tion homes that builders 
create from stock plan 
books, or are semicustom 
homes, meaning buyers 
choose colors, finishes and 
other decorative touches. 
As such, the Parade of 
Homes is famous for hous- 
es that—in retrospect—de- 
pict the essence of subur- 
ban vernacular in the past 
five decades. According to 


the 1998 Parade of Homes 


Spring Preview buyer’s 
guide, home models in the 
1950s were “classic 11/2- 
story homes with attic 
space.” The ‘60s featured 
ranch/rambler-style homes 
with basement recreational 
rooms and paneling. In the 
"708, homes with split-en- 
try floor plans were deco- 
rated with vinyl flooring. 
shag carpet and avocado- 
green color schemes. 

The '80s ushered in the 
huge-house era with gabled 
roof lines, vaulted ceilings. 
2-story foyers, great rooms, 
exercise rooms and master- 
bedroom suites with big 
baths. In the '90s, that 
“trend” largely continues 
unabated. In this year’s 
Spring Preview, in fact, 
bathrooms were even big- 
ger, and featured fireplaces 
and heated-tile floors, re- 
ports Gary Laurent, presi- 
dent, Laurent Builders. 
Inc., and incoming presi- 
dent of the Builders Associ- 
ation of the Twin Cities. 
Dining rooms are disap- 
pearing as people continue 
to live and entertain in en- 
larged kitchens, he adds. 
And kids’ bedrooms, com- 
puter rooms, bathrooms 
and play areas are being 
moved away from parents’ 
living areas. 

All of which raises the 
question: Who are these 
houses for? 

“Some homes could well 
be fantasy homes for a ma- 
jority of the buying public,

but they’re real homes for 
some people,” Laurent 
says. “All of these houses 
are built for someone to 
live in. Or еу те designed 
to be sold to someone who 
will live in them. The Pa- 
rade is a direct reflection 
of what the market is ask- 
ing for, because builders 
are building what the mar- 
ket wants." 

Still, not every home 
buyer wants the same thing. 
And so, out of the 754 
houses included in the 1998 
Spring Preview, several de- 
parted from the typical Pa- 
rade home, in large part be- 
cause an architect was in- 
volved in their design. 

The farmhouse-style home 
built by the design/build 
firm of Senn and Young- 
dahl, Inc., in consultation 
with architect Tim Fuller, of 
Mulfinger, Susanka, Ma- 
hady & Partners, takes it 
cues from turn-of-the-cen- 
tury vernacular, with its 
steep-pitched roof, front 
porch, dormer windows and 
three-car garage attached to 
the back of the house. 

Part of The Fields of St. 
Croix housing development 
in Lake Elmo (created by 
Robert Engstrom Compa- 
nies), the house is clustered 
with others sited on small 
lots. The 226-acre develop- 
ment also includes prairie 
restorations, community 
gardens, walking and bik-

^w everal years ago during a lecture on 
Frank Lloyd Wright, a Bulgarian 
à J architect leaned over to me and

is out. 

Of course, it’s not that simple. Wright

wove together so many different influ- 
ences that his architecture—while stun- 
ningly original—feels familiar to people 
from Japan to Denmark to Bulgaria.

This phenomena seems to occur with 
the best architects. They absorb count- 
less images and influences, and through 
creative alchemy spit out forms and 
combinations of the essential architectur- 


EDITORIAL 


The architecture profession is a business, just like any other business. Architecture firms must pursue 
new markets, build client relations and make money. In fact, any business’s mission statement should 
include, among loftier goals, the primary task of making money. Nothing wrong with that. After all, 
money makes the world go ‘round. 
IN-KIND ARCHITECTURE In the daily grind of running a business, 
architects often can lose sight of the broader 
scope—that architecture affects humanity on many different levels. From the downtown high-rise to 
the neighborhood strip mall or residential cul-de-sac, architecture and our built environment weigh on 
our emotions and actions. We shape our built environment just as our built environment shapes us. 

In its earliest days, modernist architecture discarded historic and classical adornment and replaced it 
with a social mission. The leaders of modernism believed architecture could improve the world and 
wipe out social ills. The oh-so-imperfect world proved a tougher patient to cure, though. Today many 
architects seem to have lost the social calling in an effort to run a business. Yet there are signs that 
altruism does exist, if only in a less vociferous guise. 

In this issue, we profile Polly Carl, executive director of Grace House. If anyone can stand testimony 
to architects and designers’ charitable side, it’s Carl. She has overseen the completion of Grace House 
ll, an AIDS hospice in south Minneapolis. Designed by David Goehring Architects of St. Paul and Joel 
May architecture of Denver, Grace House ll exemplifies how the design profession can join talents іп 
the name of goodwill. Goehring and May, playing double roles as architects and fundraisers, were part 
of a cooperative of design professionals that solicited donations of materials, furnishings and services to 
complete the house’s interior. 

Says Carl, “It’s been an absolutely overwhelming experience.... My sense, from the designers and 
architects who helped with Grace House, is that they crave more meaning in their lives; they want to 
feel like they’re putting their talents toward work that really makes a difference in the lives of people 
who normally don’t have access to beautiful spaces. Usually beautiful spaces are left to people who can 
afford them, not to people who are dying of AIDS.” 

The experience of Grace House is not unusual in Minnesota’s design profession. Recently, a team of 
architects, architectural historians and designers headed to St. Peter, Minn., to offer design consultation 
and services to those whose houses and small businesses were damaged or destroyed by the March 29 
tornado. Although the original goal was to assess the damage to architecturally significant homes in this 
historic southern-Minnesota town, the team of architects quickly moved beyond preservation to 
pragmatic, hands-on concerns. Touring blown-out houses and meeting with homeowners, the architects 
offered such practical advice as how to hire a builder, buy house plans, utilize homeowner's insurance, 
and look for long-term design options rather than quick fixes. The team didn't visit such larger facilities 
as schools, churches, community centers or Gustavus Adolphus College because it assumed these 
facilities and institutions already had access to architects' expertise. The team's plan was to offer pro- 
bono design expertise to those who most need it. 

The Minnesota Design Team, likewise, has been offering design expertise throughout small towns in 
Minnesota for more than a decade. Similar to the architects' tornado-relief team, the design team is a 
volunteer group of Minnesota architects and designers that helps communities throughout the state 
critique their architectural and urban-design needs, and plan for future development. As with the 
tornado-relief team, the Minnesota Design Team is representing the Minnesota design community as a 
whole, rather than individual designers selling their services.

al elements—roofs, floors, walls and 
windows—that have never been seen be- 
fore, even though they feel familiar and 
culturally comfortable. 

Such is the case with Ravenwood, the 
home of Jim and Judy Brandenburg out- 
side Ely in northern Minnesota. Photog- 
rapher Jim Brandenburg discovered the 
wooded property 20 years ago while on 
assignment for National Geographic. 
The rustic site, bordering the Boundary 


Waters Canoe Area deep in the Superior 
National Forest, was an irresistible draw 
to him, made especially so by the water- 
fall tumbling down a rocky drop-off. 

“Nature brought us here,” Branden- 
burg says. 

Brandenburg, who maintained a 
Minneapolis residence at the time, envi- 
sioned the property as a vacation get- 
away. He built a log cabin and added 
such outbuildings as a sauna, guest 


house and privy. 
Over time, though, 
Brandenburg con- 
sidered expanding 
the cabin to make 
the property suit- 


able for уеаг- 
round living. He 
called architect 
David Salmela of 
Duluth after read-

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ing about a house Salmela designed for 
Richard and Phyllis Thompson (Archi- 
tecture Minnesota, July/August 1990). 
After one meeting, Brandenburg knew 
he had found his architect. 

Meeting Salmela came at a critical 
stage in Brandenburg’s career. “I was at 
a plateau,” Brandenburg says. “I was 
bored with photography and I didn't 
know what to do. Designing this house 
brought me out of the doldrums and 
opened a whole new creative side." 


Brandenburg's new creative burst result- 
ed in a dynamic meeting of nature and 
architecture, client and architect. He de- 
scribes his working relationship with 
Salmela as “one of those rare synergies. 
David embodies a rare magic and a 
wonderful sense of buoyancy.” 

From that synergy grew a complex of 
buildings that expands upon the existing 
cabin. Salmela picked up on Branden- 
burg's idea of using a Viking longhouse 
to design a new gabled structure that 
angles off from the original cabin. The 
new longhouse contains three distinct 
gabled sections. Camera storage and a 
bathroom are relegated under a single- 
story gable. From there, another gable 
portion steps up to a 2-story height to 
house a first-floor sitting room and an 
upper-level guest room. Farther along in 
the longhouse, the third gabled portion 
rises three stories to shelter a first-floor 
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studio, second-level computer loft, and 
third-level open attic. The new long- 
house is attached to the original cabin 
by a single-story, sod-roof section that 
contains a dining room and gallery. 
Salmela converted the original cabin to 
a first-floor kitchen and a second-floor 
master bedroom. 

Salmela also designed a guest studio 
in the same longhouse form and at- 
tached a semicircular garage with a sod 
roof to serve as a lecture hall. 


While the Brandenburgs 


still have a Twin Cities- T5 


area home, they spend the 
majority of their time at 
Ravenwood, which won 
both AIA national and AIA 
Minnesota Honor Awards 
in 1997. 

My architect friend from 
Bulgaria would be suspi- 
cious of Ravenwood's de- 
sign, for the materials, 
forms and “feel” trace di- — 
rectly to Scandinavian and # 
Japanese architecture. Each 
of the buildings, for exam- 
ple, is roofed with either 
sod or cedar siding; Scandinavians have 
used both materials for centuries. A thick 
blanket of sod helped insulate the Viking 
longhouses against harsh northern win- 
ters, and the pine boards—sealed and 
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waterproofed with pine pitch—drew on 
ship-building technology honed by the 
Vikings over centuries. 

The same pine pitch also was used to 
waterproof and preserve wood siding in

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Scandinavian architecture. Through 
time it turns almost black, and by 
staining the siding on each of the 
Ravenwood buildings black, Salmela 
intentionally draws on Scandinavian 
memories. Yet the same black-stained 
wood is also common in traditional 
Japanese architecture. 

Other Japanese influences at Raven- 
wood are more overt, including the ma- 
sonry. Salmela specified dry-course stone 


walls made from a local stone rich in 


iron ore. While a Minnesota material, the 
stone also draws directly from the mas- 
sive masonry tradition of medieval 
Japanese castles. Likewise, the rocks 
scattered throughout the complex are 
used either functionally as benches or as 
aesthetic accents that draw on Japanese 
traditions. Inside the buildings, large 
panes of unbroken glass contrast with 
unbroken expanses of solid wall, recall- 
ing the sliding shoji screen tradition in 
Japanese architecture. Brandenburg and 
Salmela particularly credit local crafts- 
men Brad and Curt Holmes for raising 
the structures’ detailing to an art form. 
Such material and formal influences 
are tangible; they easily can be traced to 
specific tradition. Less tangible is a 


building’s “feel,” and Ravenwood simply 
feels Japanese and Scandinavian. Defin- 
ing that feeling or reducing feeling to a 
this-equals-that formula is almost im- 
possible. Maybe it grows out of the pure 
volume of light maple wood in the stu- 
dio. Maybe it rests in the proportions and 
placement of the windows. Maybe it can 
be chalked up to the overall plan of 
linked buildings. 

Yet, even if all the influences and for- 


eign forms, traditions and “feels” could 
be traced to their sources and codified. 
they wouldn't begin to explain Raven- 
wood: for despite all the exotic flavor- 
ings, it remains startlingly original. 

Originality seems an impossible 
dream in today’s profession. Contempo- 
rary architects are constantly bombarded 
with images of architecture from around 
the world. The volume of images pub- 
lished in glossy architecture journals, 
splashy shelter magazines, books and on 
the Internet is the visual equivalent of 
eating a Thanksgiving dinner every day: 
architects function in a continual state of 
visual overload. 

What makes Salmela’s renovation 
original? Of course there’s no silver bul- 
let explanation; there can be no formula 


for originality. Let me propose three ob- 
servations as to what makes this particu- 
lar design transcend its influences. 

First, the influences are appropriate 
for the client. Brandenburg has deep 
connections to his Norwegian ancestry, 
and during his travels in Japan he dis- 
covered a deep resonance with the 
Japanese aesthetic. 

Second, the influences are appropriate 
for the site. Ravenwood is surrounded on 
three sides by the Boundary Waters Ca- 
noe Area. It is a remote, rugged and iso- 
lated site. Norwegian and Japanese influ- 
ences feel completely at home here amid 
the dark pines. 

Third—and most important—the in- 
fluences are transformed by memory. 
The studio building grows out of distant 
memories of Viking longhouses; it is not 
a precise archaeological reconstruction. 
The long, thin form with a steeply 
pitched roof, for example, could be 
called the essence of a Viking longhouse. 
As long as the essence is respected, the 
details are open to whim and whimsy. 
Sod can be used on flat roofs. Windows 
can be huge panes of clear glass rather 
than tiny punched openings. Scandina- 
vian can meld with Japanese. 

And within the whim and whimsy re- 
sides originality.

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tic orientation, occasionally envision materials that have not yet 
been invented. As such, they are part of the American tradition of 
exploring the outer limits of time and space. 

_ A study of concept-house projects reveals how the avant-garde 
movement adapted to meet the needs of a particular period. These 
experimental houses are a cultural barometer of utopian ideals— 
futurism and idealism are a response to a rapidly changing techno- 
logical society, and these sentiments find physical embodiment in 
architecture. 

Historically, one of the great places to showcase a concept 
house was a World’s Fair, which typically included a section of 
ground-breaking architecture. The most influential concept house, 
the Barcelona Pavilion, was designed by Mies van der Rohe in 1929 
for a World’s Fair. Although it stood for only a few months, the 
Barcelona House introduced modernism to the world through 
widely publicized photographs. (The house was recently recon- 
structed on the same site.) World’s Fairs are, in many ways, an en- 
largement of the concept-house idea, as they create visionary ideal 
cities. Both are closer in spirit to theatrical events than physical ar- 
tifacts, as they are often short-lived and ephemeral. 

The introduction of megatheme parks has stolen the limelight 
from the traditional World’s Fair. Disneyland and other parks are 
launching many of the same activities as a World’s Fair on a per- 
manent, year-round basis. Interestingly, one section of the classic 
Disney parks, “Tomorrowland,” is constantly being upgraded to 
keep ahead of actual events. In its latest theme park in France, 
Disney solved the problem of instant obsolescence by presenting 
tomorrow as pictured by famous European futurists, from 
Leonardo da Vinci to Jules Verne. By looking back on yesterday’s 
tomorrow, designers are free to create an artistic variety of fu- 
turistic environments. 

Concept houses played a far larger role in the early years of this 
century than they do today. Construction techniques had changed 
only incrementally throughout history until the 20th century, when 
ideas and technologies exploded. The best way to explore, commu- 
nicate and promote these new developments was to build them as 
experimental houses. Today, we are better prepared to accept 
rapid change and innovation because there are so many communi- 
cations and graphics techniques available to convey these ideas. In- 
teractive imagery and virtual reality lessen the need for the real 
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model. There is now a much shorter time lag between the develop- 
ment of an innovative idea and its acceptance. 

Minnesota has had a number of concept houses over the years. 
Some were built by companies seeking to promote their new com- 
mercial products or services. In St. Paul, these included the Cem- 
stone Products Company’s concrete “Home of Tomorrow” built in 
1937; a prefabricated house built in 1935 by the Steel Construction 
Products Company; and a steel house sponsored by General Elec- 
tric, also built in 1935 to promote the use of electrical appliances 
and systems. In Minneapolis, a “revolutionary” home was built in 
1936 by the Insulate Company incorporating its building materials, 
and the Lustron Steel Houses were built in 1948. One of the great 
challenges in introducing new material or technology was how to 
package it. Sometimes designers sugar coated new ideas to look

M ore than places of worship, churches are a historic record of our heritage and 
~~ ethnicity. When immigrants first came to this country, they formed tightly knit 
communities centered around the church.

After years of decline, this East Coast tourist spot is 
banking on casino-resort development to recharge 


its economy 


Atlantic City 


hen looking at tourist destina- 

tions, Atlantic City falls into a 
category with Niagara Falls and 
Coney Island, places with a rich his- 

tory in the public’s collective imagination 
but with questionable appeal in the pre- 
sent day. Such classic destinations typi- 
cally were created around a natural 
amenity. Todat they struggle for viability 
against two major contemporary phenom- 
ena: affordable air travel and man-made 
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New and old merge on Atlantic City's 
skyline (above). The famous Boardwalk 
(opposite) bustles with activity. 
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amenities. The most popular tourist desti- 
nations today (based on hotel room 
counts of 100,000 each) are Las Vegas 
and Orlando. The former is a man-made 
electric oasis in the desert of the South- 
west, the latter a candy-coated 'toon town 
built on Florida swamps. 

Less sparkling is Atlantic City. I visited 
Atlantic City last summer to witness the 


results of its attempt to revitalize itself. 
The goal of this revitalization was to com- 
pete for the entertainment dollars of the 
populous that lies within 200 miles of the 
city's shoreline. 

Originally, Atlantic City was developed 
as a summer escape for the residents of 
Philadelphia. Based on the draw of both 
ocean and entertainment venues, Atlantic 
City grew to become the destination for 
thousands of East Coast vacationers for 
half a century before decline set in. 

When the first casino opened in 1978, 
it was only after much debate about 
whether the benefits of the industry 
would outweigh the costs. City leaders 
were seeking a solution to a decade or 
more of urban decay. To date, neither the 
city nor the state has benefited in any 
dramatic way. But the city now finds itself 
at the brink of a new casino-resort invest- 
ment boom. The historic Boardwalk is see- 
ing major new investment, the State of 
New Jersey is kicking in with the opening 
of a new convention center, and the near- 
by Marina district is about to up the ante 
with new projects on the boards. 

The architecture of Atlantic City has as 
much to do with its spaces as with its 
places. It all begins with the famous 
Boardwalk—four miles of 20-foot-wide 
planks that stretch along the shoreline. 
This is the narrow strip of "public realm" 
that we all have heard about, a combina- 
tion of State Fair Midway and public beach. 
In its heyday, the resort hotels of Atlantic 
City all pulled up alongside the Boardwalk, 
home to beach-combers in search of a 
shell, gamblers in search of a shell game, 
tourists, locals, and anyone in between. 
The east edge of the Boardwalk is marked 
by a simple railing over which you gaze out

to sea. The west edge is the resort property 
line that varies between a 2-story wall of a 
casino, or a hodgepodge of retail space of- 
fering postcards and T-shirts. It can be a 
lively place in good weather. 

My visit to the city in the summer of 
1997 revealed a place on the edge. The 
next five years will determine whether it 
succeeds or fails as a remade resort-casino 
town. In the scant 20 years since the first 
casino was opened in Atlantic City, the 
classic old Boardwalk pattern that devel- 
oped over the previous 75 years has been 
all but wiped out. Boardwalk properties 
that succeed make creative use of narrow 
sites that leave no breathing room be- 
tween them. They are as tightly knit as 
those on the Monopoly game board, which 
uses Atlantic City’s street names. 

Casino development has been the dri- 
ving force behind Atlantic City’s growth, 
but it has not pulled it out of its doldrums. 
It is striking to see run-down portions of 
the city immediately adjacent to glittering 
casinos. Poor initial planning allowed the 


casino developments to turn their backs on 
the urban core rather than acting as a link 
between the city’s center and the shore. 
The result is a series of “walls” running 
parallel to the shoreline that separate, 
rather than connect, the city’s center with 
its greatest amenity in the Boardwalk. One 
key ordinance—only recently repealed— 
prohibited casinos from opening onto, or 
even viewing, the Boardwalk. 

Current construction projects, however, 
have started to knit together Atlantic 
City’s center with the casino property at 
the shore. Most significant is the connec- 
tion being created between the new con- 
vention center and the renovation of Cae- 
sar’s Atlantic City. The first significant 
pedestrian path perpendicular to the 
Boardwalk has just been completed, linking 
these properties. This connection will 
reestablish that city-to-shore connection 
lost in recent decades. 

The Marina District is located a mile 
northwest of the Boardwalk and its charac- 
ter is distinctly different. It has the feel of 


an outer-ring suburb as it’s scaled to the 
automobile rather than pedestrians. The 
future of casino development here appar- 
ently will follow a suburban-model growth 
trend by taking advantage of large parcels 
of land, and seeking to create a demand 
while simultaneously paving new roadways 
to make it accessible by car. 

The property between the Boardwalk 
and the Marina is run-down and decrepit. 
It does not hold much promise in the fore- 
seeable future for improvement. 

Atlantic City has always struggled to 
make a five-month high season generate a 
year's worth of revenue (remember that the 
Miss America pagent was created to extend 
the summer season). The development of 
the Marina district may be a key to future 
success. With the completion of the pro- 
posed Mirage Resorts project there, it is 
easy to picture a high season at the Marina 
during winter months complementing the 
traditional high season on the Boardwalk. 

Check back in five years to see what 
happened.

“abins are ingrained in Minnesota’s culture. 


No wonder. In a state with 10,000 
lakes, if car license plates are to be be- 
lieved, there are plenty of opportunities 
to build lakeside hideways in the forest. 
Yet Minnesotans have stretched the defi- 
nition of cabin beyond its origins. Once 
modest sheds in the woods, Minnesota 
cabins have grown into second homes to 
include all the comforts and appoint- 
ments of a typical suburban house. Wit- 
ness the gentrification of Minnesota 
lakes: Cabin owners tear down the lake- 
side property's existing, decidedly mod- 
est cabin to replace it with a new struc- 
ture of not-so-modest proportions 

Mark and Jean Larson were well 
aware of this trend in Minnesota-cabin 
design when they set out to create a new 
cabin for Mark’s parents. The Larson 
family had owned a 1950s-era cabin for 
the past 18 years on a peninsula be- 
tween Twin Lake and Lake Sylvia near 
Annandale, about 70 miles west of Min- 
neapolis. The cabin—with its tongue- 
and-groove pine interior, exposed struc- 
tural supports and 2-story open interi- 
or—served the family’s summer vaca- 
tion needs well. Yet to occupy it year- 
round, as the family hoped. required ex-

tensive and expensive renovations. The 
cabin needed a new foundation with 
footings below the frost line. new win- 
dows to replace the single-pane glass. 
insulation throughout the walls and 
roof, and a furnace. 

The Larsons decided the best 
solution was to tear down and 
start fresh. Yet they also decid- 
ed that this would not be a sub- 
urban house dropped on vaca- 
tion property. It would have to 
be in the spirit of a traditional 
cabin and in keeping with his 
parents’ reserved Scandinavian 
sensibility, Mark says. 

Mark and Jean, who met in 
architecture school at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, have nev- 
er worked together before. al- 
though they often critiqued 
each other's student projects 
before Mark graduated in 1992

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and Jean in 1993. They maintain sepa- 
rate jobs, with Jean at Mulfinger, Susan- 
ka, Mahady & Partners and Mark at 
Hammel Green and Abrahamson. De- 
signing a new cabin for Mark's parents 
and Jean's in-laws would be the couple’s 
first major project together. Although 
Mark says that his parents sometimes 
proved a hard read with that Scandina- 
vian stoicism coming into play, the two 
couples quickly arrived at common de- 
sign goals. 

Foremost was the decision not to erase 
the past but reinvest in it. The family 
had many fond memories of their old 
cabin and wished to retain elements of it 
in the new one. Mark and Jean salvaged 
many of the structural beams and interi- 
or wood cladding. The ceiling, for in- 
stance, is made from many of the knotty 
pine boards from the old cabin. The 
house plan's basic series of 10-by-14- 
foot bays is based on the size of the old 
beams. Some windows from the razed 
cabin have found new use in the nearby 
bunkhouse overlooking Lake Sylvia. 

Aside from reusing old materials, the 
design duo wanted to make sure the 
house felt like a cabin or rustic retreat 
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rather than a year-round house. That 
goal is partially achieved through 
durable, no-frills materials: slate floors in 
the entry areas, stone countertops, ce- 
ramic-tile bathrooms, timber posts, and 
wooden floors and ceilings. Nothing is 
fussy or overly finished. After all, the 
idea of a weekend retreat is to relax and 
not worry about nicking the woodwork. 

The rustic, informal character also is 
realized through the open floor plan on 
the main level, in which the living and 
dining rooms, porch and back entrance 
are fully visible to each other. Yet even 
without walls. there is a sense of spatial 
separation established by the structural 
ceiling beams forming modular bays 
over the dining and kitchen areas, the 
high-pitched living-room ceiling, and the 
colonnade creating an open corridor that 
relegates living quarters on one side, and 
kitchen, bathroom and laundry on the 
other side. 

The rustic application of materials 
continues the cabin feel with the three 
upstairs bedrooms. Floors are knotty 
planks, placed in a single layer across 
the structural supports. The plank 
floors upstairs are the same plank ceil- 
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ings downstairs, with every footstep 
and whisper clearly audible between 
levels. In some places, you can actually 
see between the boards and peer 
downstairs. Is the sound annoying? It 
takes some getting used to. But as 
Mark and Jean point out, the place is 
not meant for raising kids; it's for 
weekends and short getaways. The two 
designers, in fact, kept the closets open 
and just big enough to hold a few 
things for a short stay. 

Of course, no lakeside cabin in this 
day and age would dare show its face to 
the light of day without ample windows 
open to the landscape. Indeed, Mark 
and Jean provided plenty of windows, 


including a soaring 2-story-high wall of 
glass in the vaulted living room. Because 
the cabin is built partially on the side of 
a sloped site, the largest windows are 
saved for the lake side. From the exteri- 
or, the front of the metal-roof cabin fac- 
ing the road is more protected with a 
stucco base, wood siding, smaller win- 
dows and gabled entrance shelter. The 
cabin is so unassuming from the front 
that it almost seems asleep. 

Unassuming, though, is made to order 
in this case.

ompared to Charles Stinson’s recent body 


of work, Frank and Leslie Altman’s col- 
orful, geometrically ambitious house on a 
wooded lot in Minnetonka, Minn., is an 
evolutionary progression for this Twin 
Cities architect. Stinson typically chooses 
a simpler, more linear architectural sur- 
face. The straightforward form of his 
town houses at Cape Haze Marina Vil- 
lage in Florida (November/December 
1997) is pure modernism, while a group 
of nine houses for a community called the 
Frontier in Chanhassen for Streeter & 
Associates, Inc., calls on the design sensi- 
bility of the Prairie School. 

The Altman residence offerd a chance 
to stretch that palette. The Altmans had 


never given much thought to 
designing and building their 
own home until Frank, by 
chance, spotted a wooded lot 
on a remote, elevated penin- 
sula overlooking two ponds 
and wetlands in Minnetonka. 
The site sparked a latent de- 
sire to build new. When the 
couple talked with Stinson 
they had few specifics, just a 
general idea of how the 
house should feel. “Our criteria included 
that the home fit well on the site and 
follow the organic architectural princi- 
ples Frank Lloyd Wright espoused,” 
says Frank Altman. “I told Charles I

A curving soffit (above and 
opposite) lowers the vaulted ceiling 
height.

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wanted the house to fly and float, and it 
had to be something that broke new 
ground for him, something he had nev- 
er done before." 

The house doesn't exactly fly, but it 
does seem flight bound perched on its el- 
evated site with its architectural wings 
outstretched. For Stinson, whose design 
sensibility often plays 
off of the cube or 
rectangle, the Alt- 
man residence was 
an opportunity to 
apply the entire geo- 
metric spectrum of 
squares, rectangles, 
circles, triangles and 
ellipses. The blue 
metal roof, for in- 
stance, is a cluster of | 
triangles jutting up- 
ward and outward, 
with a central trian- 
gle peaking above 
the main entrance to 
form a spine down 


the center of the house. The 
house's two wings unfold off 
the central spine, with the mas- 
ter suite and study to one side, 
and the kitchen, family room 
and mud room to the other. 
The living and dining rooms 
are sheltered under the main 
spine, whose peaked form is 
partially disguised by a curving 
soffit that drops the ceiling 
height along the room's 
perimeter. A lower, walk-out 
level contains two bedrooms 
for the Altmans' preteen 
daughters, a TV/media room/ 
bar area, a guest room, and a 
study for Leslie. 

Stinson added a few extra 
touches to the lower level to 
give the Altmans' daughters a 
sense of ownership in the new 
house. In each of their bed- 
rooms he designed elevated 
study areas with built-in cabi- 
nets and desks for their com- 
puters, school books and mis- 
cellaneous personal items. He 
also designed a kiddie-size 
“fort” under the stairs as a 
hideaway, whose entrance is 
just small enough to discourage adults 
from entering. 

Stinson calls the design process a col- 
laborative experience. He worked closely 
with engineer Mike Preston and techni- 
cal consultant William Potter to iron out 
the details of the house's skewed angles 


and roof. The team, for instance, en-

gaged a 3/4-inch, high-tension steel rod, 
buried in the curving soffits of the main 
living area, to hold the roof’s peaked 
forms together. Stinson also worked 
closely with interior designer and colorist 
Faye Gallus to develop the house’s color 
schemes of terra cotta, blue, green and 
beige, which define the house’s different 
forms and functions. 

“The geometry of the forms cried out 
for color,” Gallus says. “The house 
needed color to stabilize it in some 
places and expand it other places. Col- 
ors and textures add depth and soften 
the forms.” 

Interior and exterior colors work to- 
gether. The terra-cotta, beige and blue 
exterior hues harmonize with the interior 
slate floors, blue ceilings and mahogany 


cabinets, while the same terra-cotta 
tones used for exterior stucco walls 
wrap interior columns and walls. Interi- 
or and exterior sight lines also flow nat- 
urally. Room vistas are open to each 
other in key places, while the peaked 
ceiling allows views over walls through 
windows beyond. 


Stinson has positioned himself in a 
key place in residential architecture. 
Rather than working against the grain 
of builders, he chooses to work with 
them. As on other houses, Stinson col- 
laborated with the residential building 
firm, Streeter & Associates, on the Alt- 
man residence. He also uses the same 
principle of creating a builder team 
when working on his many out-of-state 
projects in such places as Arizona, 
Montana and Colorado. That team ap- 
proach for Stinson has proved a suc- 
cessful formula for quality design, as 
seen in the Altman residence. Е.К.

A south-Minneapolis house reinterprets tradition 


rchitecture is often an exercise 


in form and material, as 
demonstrated by this south- 
Minneapolis house. Designed 
by the team of Wynne Yel- 
land and Paul Neseth of Lo- 
cus Architecture, for Paul 
and his wife Barbara Hahn, 
the house sidesteps the usual 
stylistic pattern of contempo- 
rary house design. Barbara’s 
interest in having a sun room 
and Paul’s interest in music 
drove the house’s basic de- 
sign. Paul is an amateur mu- 
sician who frequently enjoys 
hosting casual concerts, at 
which he or other musician 
friends and acquaintances 
perform. The house, in part, 
would become a venue for 
small concerts. 

To create an in-home 
concert space, Neseth and Yelland de- 
signed a central, 2-story-high interior 
court, which serves as the main living 
space and sun room. The court, sta- 
tioned at the center of the floor plan, is 
surrounded on the north, east and west 
sides by the three upstairs bedrooms, 
bathrooms and utility rooms, and 
main-level den and kitchen. The court 
is the house’s focus, with the kitchen in 
full view and bedroom balconies offer- 
ing bird’s-eye views to the space below. 
Large south-facing windows overlook- 
ing the vacant half of the house’s dou- 
ble lot flood the court with warm light 
in the winter. 
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Unlike many contemporary houses 
that want to throw open the windows 
and blow out the walls, this house 
clothes itself in a protective shell of con- 
crete and dark interior tones. Windows 
are variously scaled—small, medium, 
large—and the sun is judiciously invit- 
ed in. In some places—such as the first- 
floor den tucked under the master suite 
on the house’s western side—rooms feel 
almost cave-like. Interior spaces flow 
from dark to light, closed to open. The 
entryway, for instance, is small and 
sheltered. You move from there to the 
2-story height of the court, or turn a 
corner from the entry and hide out in 


Constructed of concrete block with an 
applied concrete finish, this south- 
Minneapolis house respects the scale 
of its neighboring houses. The front 
(above) is quite reserved with its small 
windows securing privacy and wood 
siding contrasting with the concrete 
walls. Along the south facade (top and 
obposite), larger windows usher more 
light into the living spaces. The garage 
tucks under the back of the house 
(opposite), which is built on a sloping 
site. The on-grade level is an unfinished 
basement/workroom, which eventually 
can be finished as a family room. 
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the den. The two main corridors, 
pushed along the northern side upstairs 
and down, have an enclosed, tunnel- 
like quality that steers you through the 
narrow passage to such destinations as 
the bedrooms or kitchen. Yet while 
doors and shutters secure privacy for 
bedrooms, all paths still lead to the 
court. Balconies from the bedrooms, lit- 
tle niches between spaces and interior- 
window openings observe the court 
while looking beyond to the next room. 

Although creating an interior court- 
yard is an unusual move in residential 
design, Neseth and Yelland further 
broke from tradition by using concrete- 
block construction rather than stick 
framing. In fact, this house is almost 
pure concrete. The architects construct- 
ed concrete-block walls and then ap- 
plied a concrete surface bonding inside 
and out. They additionally poured con- 
crete floors in the court and entryway, 
fashioned concrete countertops in the 
kitchen and bathrooms, and cast con- 
crete window sills. They chose concrete 
construction because the blocks are lo- 
cally produced and ensure excellent 
sound control, cushioning out street 
noise while enhancing interior acoustics 
for concerts. 

Offsetting the concrete are timber 
posts and beams salvaged from a razed 
local armory, and birch floors rescued 
from two neighborhood houses sched- 
uled for demolition. The only new wood 
is used for the railings and stairs, which 
comes from a small mill that cuts from 
managed forests. 

The material choices suggest a tac- 
tile, hands-on quality, exhibited in a 
high level of craftsmanship. The bal- 
conies and stair railings draw their in- 


spiration from the 
classic craftsman 
tradition of Mis- 
sion-style architec- 
ture. There’s noth- 
ing over-designed 
about the rail- 
ings—sticks 
placed rhythmical- 
ly across framing 
and secured with 
exposed screws. 
The stairs, too, are 
built with the sim- 
ple elegance of 
wooden planks 
across a frame. The walls’ rough-tex- 
ture concrete surfacing, applied by 
hand, has an unrefined quality that 
demands to be touched to confirm its 
solidity and texture, as do the heavy 
posts supporting the metal ceiling in 
the court. 


Certainly from the exterior perspec- 
tive along Kings Highway in south Min- 
neapolis, the house is a curious new 
neighbor. This isn’t your typical sym- 
metrical, 2-story frame house with 
dormers. Because most of the windows 
facing the street are designed small to 
maintain privacy, the house feels a bit 


cold and aloof. It’s not an easy read 
from the front as the windows reveal lit- 
tle of interior functions. In addition, the 
dark concrete firmly anchors the house 
to its site; for good or bad, there’s noth- 
ing light or airy about the house’s exteri- 
or demeanor. But in scale and form, the 
house comfortably fits onto the 
streetscape. As with the other nearby 
residences, it is narrow and tall. The 
metal roof's pitch respects the other roof 
pitches on the block, and wood siding 
certainly is common on the block. 

Yet in character the house is differ- 
ent. With its innovative use of materi- 
als, and attention to detail and crafts- 
manship, the Hahn/Neseth house is a 
reinterpretation of a traditional Min- 
neapolis house. Е.К.

played-out oil wells to facilitate 
pumping of additional oil deposits 
that would be otherwise unretrievable. 
The status of Ottawa's stone build- 
ings on the National Register of His- 
toric Places does not prohibit their de- 
molition unless federal money is used 
for that purpose. The publie process 
for Unimin to mine the sand involves 
the solitary procedure of applying for 
and receiving approval for a condi- 
tional-use permit from the Le Sueur 
County Board of Planning and Zon- 
ing, followed by compliance with vari- 
ous state and federal regulations. A 
decade ago this was an easy walk 
through, but recent applications have 
met with studied scrutiny by the board 
and staff. Still, there appears to be no 
regulation or ordinance in place that 
could protect these historic buildings. 
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What can be done? John Chamber- 
lain is a retired banker, an avid histo- 
rian and an active naturalist who 
cares about these buildings. He and 
his wife Katha own and live in the 
stone house the Schwartz brothers 
built 121 years ago, now renovated 
and given a sympathetic new addi- 
tion. Chamberlain says the push- 
comes-to-shove scenario has not yet 
been played. Local government is sen- 
sitive to these issues, he notes, “but in 
the private market, money rules.” 
Given current conditions, Unimin can 
continue its gradual land acquisition 
and strip mining in a divide-and-con- 
quer method, Chamberlain says, with 
timelines and planned extractable 
quantities unknown to everyone. “Ат 
this time, they've nearly encircled the 
village,” he remarked. 

An overview of this part of south- 
western Minnesota indicates that Ot- 
tawa’s stone buildings are not the

only historic resources around the 
township. Minnesota Valley bluff 
lands up- and downstream from Ot- 
tawa have been declared nature pre- 
serves that are rich in natural history, 
waterfowl and native prairie plants. 
The Minnesota Chapter of the Nature 
Conservancy owns acreage known as 
the Ottawa Bluffs Preserve, and 
Chamberlain's parents donated 246 
acres north of the village—known as 
Chamberlain Woods—to the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, which 
designated it a Scientific and Natural 
Area. A regional conservation organi- 
zation, the Friends of the Minnesota 
Valley, is also organizing citizens 
sympathetic to preservation of the 
area's natural heritage. 

Who supports preservation of the 
Ottawa stone buildings? Chamberlain 
observes, “These buildings don't have 
enough friends."

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their sense of dignity and indepen- 
dence by moving into an apartment. 
The other piece of our philosophy, 
which also influenced the design of the 
house, is that we’re a residence. When 
people drive by Grace House they 
don’t think, “That’s an agency,” they 
think, “That’s somebody’s house.” 


How did the architecture and design 
communities come together to do- 
nate so much time, expertise and 
product to complete Grace House II? 
It’s been an absolutely overwhelming 
experience. We started by going door to 
door, asking designers about their inter- 
est in helping to furnish the interior of 
Grace House. Then we created a design 
committee and interviewed design 
teams about the opportunity to donate 
their services. So we kind of turned it 
into a donation competition. 


So essentially you were interviewing 
designers to see whether you liked 
them enough to let them donate 
stuff to you? 

Right. We asked them to not only de- 
sign the interior spaces, but to help us in 
soliciting all the donations for decorat- 
ing the spaces—carpeting, window cov- 
erings, tile, sofas, down to the last spoon 
and fork. We coordinated the donation 
process, but the design teams really 
pounded the pavement and got incredi- 
ble response from their constituents. We 
have received every last piece of the in- 
terior free; more than $150,000 worth 
of in-kind donations. 


Why do you think this outpouring of 
generosity occurred? 

There are a couple of things. My brother 
is an architect, and he and I have spent 
a lot of time talking about the way in 
which architects get so involved in de- 
sign, but sometimes don’t have a lot of 
opportunity to give of their hearts, to do 
stuff they totally believe in. A lot of 
times, the projects are really money-dri- 
ven. My sense, from the designers and 
architects who helped with Grace 
House, is that they crave more meaning 
in their lives; they want to feel like 
they’re putting their talents toward 
work that really makes a difference in 
the lives of people who normally don’t

have the access to beautiful spaces. 
Usually beautiful spaces are left to peo- 
ple who can afford them, not to people 
who are dying of AIDS. 

Also, the trend in fundraising now is 
direct mail, faxes, e-mails—things 
where you never actually have to see the 
other person. My own philosophy of 
fundraising is that people need to see 
your face and feel like they’re connected 
to what they’re participating in. So that 
was how we got people involved; we 
went out and met them, spent a lot of 
time with them, created design-commit- 
tee meetings and just provided them 
with that sense of human contact. My 
commitment was also to keep people 
updated on what was happening at 
Grace House, to help them feel like they 
were a part of this community. 


What are the special needs of people liv- 
ing with HIV and AIDS that make a facil- 
ity like Grace House necessary? 

One reason there’s a need for Grace 
House is that not many facilities special- 
ize in HIV care. HIV care has become 
incredibly complex, partly because of 
the extensive, regimented and compli- 
cated drug therapy that people living 
with HIV/AIDS need to survive. Also, 
many people with HIV have central 
lines, so they need IV-drug therapy. So 
there are a lot of medical necessities and 
treatments that come with HIV/AIDS 
that require very particular administra- 
tion, and which differentiate it from 
other kinds of care for life-threatening 
diseases. We really are HIV and AIDS 
specialists here. 

Also, remember that in the beginning 
AIDS was stigmatized. People with AIDS 
couldn't go anywhere without other peo- 
ple fearing to touch them. The whole 
model, in some ways, came into exis- 
tence because people with HIV and 
AIDS weren't accepted anywhere else. 


Now what I find is that although the 
stigmatization is less, the population liv- 
ing with HIV and AIDS is changing. 
We're seeing a direct link between 
poverty and HIV/AIDS, and the people 
who come to us aren't getting access to 
care at other places. That population re- 
quires a lot of one-on-one contact, and a 
structured setting where they can take 
advantage of new medical treatments. 


How does architecture address the 
particular needs of people living with 
HIV and AIDS? 

We have a long history of people coming 
here, often at death’s door, and experi- 
encing the most comfortable and most 
dignified time of their illness while 
they're here. The architecture and design 
play major roles in that. The fact that we 
are residential and not institutional, 
down to the last door handle, is one. 
That has a tremendous impact on resi- 
dents when they first come through the 
door. They are relieved when they realize 
they don't have to be solely responsible 
for their complicated care anymore and 
that they can live in a setting that doesn't 
feel like a nursing home. 

Also, Grace House II has a lot of nat- 
ural light. One wall of the living room is 
windows and looks out into the gar- 
den/courtyard area, so even when 
you're indoors you can feel like you're 
outdoors. Also, windows in the bed- 
rooms are all low so if you're in a wheel- 
chair you can look out. The architecture 
really connects people with the outside. 

The house is totally accessible to 
someone in a wheelchair, and bathroom 
sinks have padding around the bottom 
so if you pull up you don't bang your 
knees on the pipes. Little things like 
that aren't obvious, but accommodate 
people who are ill. We also put the of- 
fices in the front of the house, so the 
rest of the house feels like the residents’ 
own home. Out in front of each suite is 
a little niche in which residents can put 
a plant or something else that identifies 
their apartment. 

Think of it in terms of the elderly 
grandmother who's been living at home. 
she’s 85, in good health and her family 
finally puts her in a nursing home be- 
cause she had a fall, and then she dies in 
a month. That doesn’t happen here. In 
the last year, in fact, two residents who

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came to us at death’s door got access to 
new treatments, improved and left us to 
live independently. 


Still, how do you carry on during those 
days when you come to work and 
someone to whom you’ve grown at- 
tached has passed on? 

It’s bizarre sometimes. Imagine crunch- 
ing numbers on the budget and trying to 
work out the financial issues of the 
agency, and upstairs somebody dies 
who I’ve been close to over the months 
they have lived here. A while back, three 
residents died within several months’ 
time. At one level, it can take a toll. But 
on another level, working here keeps me 
in tune with real life. I find myself get- 
ting really wound up, and I walk into 
the residence and realize that people are 
dealing with life and death, and it keeps 
my job in perspective. 

On yet another level, however, seeing 
so many people die keeps you angry 
enough that you keep going. These are 
people in the prime of their lives, in 
their 30s. The last place they should be 
is in a hospital bed waiting to die. At the 
same time, we know we've given them 
something more than that. In December 
a resident died who'd been here since 
June, and his family was able to stay 
here with him for the last two weeks of 
his life. It was so clear to me, and the 
family articulated this as well, that to 
lose this person was devastating, but 
there was no better way they could have 
experienced that death than being in a 
place that felt like his home. 


Is this, in part, why more architects 
should be involved in creating facilities 
like Grace House II? 

It was so clear to me, given all the time 
and energy they gave to Grace House II, 
that architects and designers really do 
need to be more involved in these kinds 
of projects. Because these projects offer 
them the opportunity to give other peo- 
ple something they normally wouldn't 
have access to. Everybody who has 
AIDS, no matter how much money they 
had at some point, generally loses it all 
at the end. For them to be able to come 
to this incredible space is a gift that the 
Twin Cities architectural community 


has helped provide. AM 
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ing trails around a lake, and a re- 
stored Civil War-era barn. “This 
house is pointing the market in a dif- 
ferent direction,” says Darren Senn, 
president, Senn and Youngdahl, Inc., 
whose firm has been involved in four 
Parade events. “It’s a refreshing look 
for the Parade of Homes and people 
are responding. A lot of people have 
come through this house just based 
on the rendering in the spring buyer’s 
guide. That drawing alone inspired 
people to take a look.” 

Working with an architect simply 
results in more appealing houses, 
Senn says. “It’s important for us to 
consult with architects because 
bouncing ideas off of talented people 
results in us creating better products. 
When an architect is involved, things 
just get more interesting. A trained, 
licensed architect may not always de- 
sign for broad market appeal, but 
our design department does; so in a 
sense, we re combining these two 
points of view in our houses.” 

Mark Youngdahl, CEO, Senn & 
Youngdahl, Inc., also notes that the 
firm’s house is unique because it’s lo- 
cated in a New Town-style neighbor- 
hood with a priority on sensible land 
use. “Our style of homes, which takes 
after the bungalow, the rural vernac- 
ular, and Arts and Crafts-era houses, 
doesn’t fit into the usual suburb, so 
neighborhood is important to us,” 
Youngdahl says. “This one sets the

standard with its covenants that re- 
quire houses to be smaller scale. 
more traditional and have a small- 
town look, and with its environmen- 
tally friendly approach." 

Some builders of Parade homes, 
however, take little note of history or 
site. They build their large suburban 
houses in former farm fields or pas- 
tures, where all existing vegetation 
and structures have been bulldozed 
away, and the topsoil scraped off and 
sold elsewhere. When architects are 
involved in Parade homes, however. 
“not only is the design level about 
100 times better, but architects are 
also better at and more sensitive 
about setting the house on the site," 
says Steven Streeter, president, 
Streeter & Associates, Inc., a de- 
sign/build firm. 

Streeter's entry in the 1998 Spring 
Preview was a home designed by ar- 
chitect Charles R. Stinson, of Charles 
R. Stinson Architects. The second 
residence built in a planned nine- 
home community called the Frontier 
in Chanhassen, the house has a 
Prairie School look with its simple 
geometry, horizontal lines and glass 
walls overlooking a landscape of 
hardwood forest. Building with an 
architect means *we're working out- 
side the box," Streeter says, who has 
been involved in the Parade for about 
12 years.

house to its site even 
if that means just 
taking advantage 


of the views."

gives people the chance to walk 
through a real house instead of just 
look at a one-dimensional drawing.” 
Stinson began designing homes for 
the Parade to market his architectur- 
al services, but is pleased that his 
long-standing working relationship 
with Streeter has shown the public 
how a builder and architect can suc- 
ceed together. 

“It seems like a natural thing to 
do and it’s fun,” Stinson says of 


working with Streeter on Parade 
homes. “After all the pieces come to- 
gether 


landscaping, the architec- 
ture, the interior—you celebrate with 
a few thousand people who come 
through the house. It’s a bit of a 
break from the norm.” 

Houses like Stinson’s, with an 
identifiable style that stands out in 
the Parade. serve to “educate the 
publie to a more sophisticated. con- 
temporary style of home." says Dan 
Nepp, principal, ТЕА» Architects. “A 
great deal of the public isn’t very 
confident in their understanding or 
opinion of good design; they would 
rather go with something safe. Archi- 
tects have more education and expe- 
rience in design, and so illustrate to 
the public more possibilities.” 

Nepp’s firm is involved in the Pa- 
rade “when a builder or owner wants 
to pursue it,” he says; thus far, 
Nepp's houses have been in 1991 
and 1997 Parade events. Even 
though the Parade is builder-driven, 
he adds, it can be a good marketing 
tool that architects should consider 
pursuing. “By participating in the 
Parade, we can reach a lot of people 
and educate them all, on some level. 
about what an architect does," Nepp 
explains. “Architects have more of a 
role in house design than people per- 
ceive. People see us as drawing blue- 
prints and addressing the exterior 
shell; they don't understand how we 
take ideas and develop the house in- 
side and out, and work with clients 
as their agent and advocate through- 
out the whole project. An opportuni- 
tv for such educational efforts can 
only be a good thing." 

Laurent also sees an expanding role 
for architects in the Parade, he says. 
"if they can become more cost con- 
scious and cost effective, and move 
into lower price ranges of design. not 
just work on the high-end houses." If 
for some reason those architect- 
builder teams currently working the 
Parade were to excuse themselves. 
however, they would be missed. “If 
you took out the five or six builders 
who do use architects," Streeter says. 
"the quality of the Parade would suf- 
fer dramatically." AM

past, as with the first all-concrete houses. 
More often, new products and technologies 
were packaged in the latest, most modern 
style, highlighting their avant-garde nature. 
The Cemstone Home of Tomorrow was 
loosely patterned after a model at the 
1933-34 Century of Progress Exposition in 
Chicago, and was described in a St. Paul 
newspaper as “the most unusual house built 
in the Twin Cities" that year. There was a 
| O-cent admission charge to visitors wishing 
to see the innovative concrete structure 
when it first opened. Designed in the art- 
moderne style with a flat roof and a num- 
ber of streamlined balconies, it featured 
"perfected" concrete-block units that "are 
accurate in size and texture, and because of 
pressure in manufacture, and the use of the 
latest and best machinery obtainable, they

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are a better unit with edges as smooth as 
cut stone." With its all-concrete construc- 
tion, the house was described as "fire 
proof, vermin proof, and weather proof." It 
featured a circular dining room, enclosed 
with glass block, which projected from the 
front facade. The circle was continued on 
the interior by a circular track and curtain 
that would enable the room to be 
screened from the living room. The house 
is still standing at 1345 East Minnehaha 
Street, although it has been “modernized” 
within the last several years by a gabled 
roof and vinyl siding. 

Minnesota also holds the distinction of 
building the country's first museum-spon- 
sored concept house. D.S. Defenbacher, 
the first director of the Walker Art Center 
in Minneapolis, was promoting the Everyday 
Art Gallery and wanted to establish its role 
in the field of contemporary design. Defen- 
bacher said that he believed "few people 
can grasp the full 
meaning of 3-dimen- 
sional problems from 
miniature or 2-dimen- 
sional devices," and 
therefore proceeded 
to build two Idea 
i Houses, designed by 
Minnesota architects, 
on the site where the 
Guthrie now stands. 
The first opened in 
194| and was visited 
by more than 50,000 
people. Idea House Il 
opened in 1947 and 
. was visited by more 
than 100,000 people. 
According to architec- 
tural historian Bruce 
. N. Wright, the houses 
"were a collection of 
ideas for the average 
citizen to look at and 
perhaps take back to 
their own houses." 
Modern elements in- 
cluded undecorated 
surfaces, new lighting, 
furniture and unusual 
windows. Both houses 
have been demolished. 

One of the most 
highly acclaimed pro- 
jects with a Minnesota 


connection was the Case Study House, de- 
signed by Ralph Rapson in 1945 for John 
Entenza, then-editor of Arts and Architecture 
magazine. As described in the book, Yester- 
day's Houses of Tomorrow by Ward Jandl, the 
Case Study project was initiated by Entenza 
at the end of the Second World War to en- 
courage modernism in residential architec- 
ture and to promote mass production, ex- 
perimental planning and new materials. 

Most of the houses were designed for 
dramatic suburban sites, with a view of the 
ocean, but Rapson planned a home for an 
urban site in a developed neighborhood. “It 
seemed to me more essential to address 
the problem of providing for low-income 
housing for people in the central urban area 
without the advantages of large sites with 
great vistas," Rapson notes. He called the 
house "Greenbelt" because of the large in- 
ternal glass-covered garden areas, which 
brought nature inside. "The house was nev- 
er constructed. | can only surmise because 
a benevolent sponsor with sufficient funding 
was unwilling to invest in such a radical cen- 
ter-city venture." Greenbelt was eventually 
built, however, as part of a museum exhibit 
of the Case Study Houses at the Los Ange- 
les Museum of Contemporary Art in 1989. 

Thirty-six Case Study houses were de- 
signed throughout the nation between 1945 
and 1966 by such distinguished architects as 
Charles Eames and Eero Saarinen, in addi- 
tion to Rapson. Publicized through Arts and 
Architecture, many of the houses were archi- 
tecturally and technologically innovative, us- 
ing steel, plastic, plywood, concrete and ex- 
panses of glass. The Case Study houses in- 
fluenced a generation of architects and 
home buyers. 

Concept houses can be interpreted as 
metaphors for their age. Even with the pas- 
sage of time, they continue to speak to us 
about the meaning and significance of archi- 
tecture. 

Bruce N. Wright, a design historian, and 
Minneapolis architect Ralph Rapson con- 
tributed to the research of this article. The 
concept houses originally were presented at a 
lecture series in December 1997, sponsored 
by the Ramsey County Historical Society and 
the Minnesota Chapter of the Society of Archi- 
tectural Historians. 

"Yesterday's Houses of Tomorrow" will 
form the subject of an exhibit, running 
through summer 1998 in the galleries at the 
AIA Minnesota offices. AM 
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"A real gem!"

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LOST MINNESOTA 


ublic interest was high 
when the Dyckman 
Hotel neared its demo- 
lition to make way for Min- 
neapolis’s City Center com- 
plex. Preservation had noth- 
ing to do with the interest— 
this was the city’s first demo- 
lition by implosion and on- 
lookers filled the streets on the 
morning of Nov. 18, 1979 to 
witness the big bang. 

The Dyckman, named by 
original owner John Andrus 
after his wife’s family, opened 
on May 3, 1910. Several fea- 
tures made the hotel one of 
the city’s most memorable: a 
lobby walled with pavonazzo 
marble and topped by a large 
mural titled “Roman Tri- 
umphal Procession” by Ed- 
ward Holslag of Chicago; gild- 
ed ceilings inlaid with mosaic 
designs; an elaborately orna- 
mented wrought-iron mar- 
quee; and slabs of mahogany, 
Circassian walnut and other 
woods on the walls of the 
building’s public areas. Each 
of the 200 guest rooms had a 
private bathroom, telephone 
and “circulating ice water.” 

There was a seamy side to 
this luxury. During the 1920s, 
federal agents repeatedly 
charged Dyckman employees 
with Prohibition violations 
and room-service staff were 
said to use a tunnel running 
beneath Sixth Street to pro- 
cure liquor for guests. Later, 
the hotel was rumored to be a 
gambling den for traveling salesmen. 
Over the decades, renovations took 
much of the glamour out of the Dyck- 
man. In 1945-’46, for example, the ho- 
tel acquired a new facade of granite and 
Kasota stone (replacing a terra-cotta 
surface), and the iron marquee was re- 
moved for a new glass and stainless-steel 


illuminated sign. In the 1950s, Dyck- 
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The Dyckman Hotel, 27 S. Sixth St, Minneapolis (1910-1979) 


man management opened perhaps the 
first French restaurant in Minneapolis, 
the Chateau de Paris. But by 1975, 
when hotelier Robert Short bought the 
building, the Dyckman’s high vacancy 
rates and numerous fire-code violations 
had long snuffed out any lingering luxu- 
ry. Short sold the Dyckman for a sub- 
stantial profit to clear land for City Cen- 


ter. Before the Dyckman came down, 
Short staged a pubic open house and a 
sale of all the hotel’s furnishings and 
decorations. Buyers left with hotel chi- 
na, escargot tongs, chandeliers and 
even the marble paneling of the under- 
ground tunnel, which later reappeared 
in the renovation of the Lumber Ex- 


change Building. Jack El-Hai 
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
